[TRUE STORY OF 
BATTLE FRONT 


CONGRESSMAN CURRIE’S TALK 
MAKES HIT IN GRAYLING. 


Believed by Many to Be Most Inter- 
esting Patriotic Address Ever 
Given in Grayling. 


Friday evening, August. 9, 'Cong- 
ressman Gilbert A. Currie of Midland 
came to Grayling to deliver to our 
people the story of his visit to the 
battle fields of Europe, and the mes- 
sage he gave is quoted by many as 
being the most interesting patriotic 
address ever given in Grayling. 

As a patriotic speech it was of the 
highest type; as a story of interest it 
vividly brot home to the people of 
this community a life picture of af- 
fairs as they exist in France and on 
the western battle front. His. story 
was in a semi-narrative form and 
was mighty interesting to listen to. 
Many points of interest that are not 
found in the. newspapers were dwelt 
upon by Mr. Currie. He told early in 
his remarks of how our troops are 
carried overseas, and our splendid 
transport system and how each boat 
is provided with many sentries. The 
transport upon which he traveled car- 
ried nearly 6,000 people and had 86 
sentries watching from every angle 
of the ship. : 

He told of their great reception up- 
on arrival at a French port, and how 
he and Congressman Patrick Kelley 
of Lansing, who was in company with 
him, were greeted the first day they 
arrived in France with shells from 
the big German guns, coming from a 
distance of abou 70 miles. 

Then he told of his visit to the bat- 
tle front and of the conditions as he 
found them, and of the splendid spirit 
of the American troops and the great 
record our boys are making in the 
fight they are making against the 
Germans. It was a first-hand story, 
told in a manner that was so interest- 
ing and conclusive that the people 
who heard it will feel that they were 
exceedingly fortunate in having had 
an opportuniy of hearing Mr. Currie. 

The speaker referred to the young 

men who had gone from Crawford 
couny and that our people had reason 
to be proud of them. Two were 
mentioned personally—Major Edward 
Hartwick who gave up his life serv- 
ing his country, with the 20th Engi, 
neers in France, at about Easter time 
of this year; ulso Hardin Sweeney, a 
graduate of the Grayling schools in 
1915 and who since enlisted in the 
army and thru his ability and fine 
service has risen from the ranks to 
a captaincy, in spite of the fact that 
he at this time is barely 21 years of 
age. ; 
While referring to the army in the 
vanks, he reminded his hearers that 
there are many here at home that 
are as truly serving their country as 
tho they were under arms. Those 
working in our industrial plants and 
on our farms are equally important 
and necessary to the conduct of the 
war as those in uniform. He ap- 
pealed to the workers totnot do their 
bit but to do their best, and to let a 
good day’s work be an inspiration to 
do a still better day’s work on the fol- 
lowing day. 

At many points in his speech Mr. 
Currie was loudly applauded. There 
was a big crowd present and their in- 
terest was held until the very last 
word. That all were interested by 
the talk of Mr. Currie was evidenced 
by the general expression of the peo- 
ple—‘most interesting patriotic ad- 
dress ever heard in Grayling,” and 
many other similar remarks, 

Altho Mr. Currie is a candidate for 
congress in the primary election no 
word of politics was mentioned. He 
has been called to many cities to give 
his address and in no instance has he 
taken advantage of such an oppor- 
tunity to promote his political inter- 
ests. ; 

Mr. Currie left Grayling the follow- 
ing forenoon for Roscommon where 
he gave his address in the afternoon 
and that evening he talked at West 
Branch. This out-door talking has 
slightly strained his voice but he says 
that he does not mind so long as he 
is able to help some in the interest of 
the war,

WHY NOT CLOSE GAME SEASON 
IN CRAWFORD COUNTY? 

A hearing is to be held in Cheboy- 
gan August 23 to determine the ad- 
visability of closing the deer hunting 
season in the counties of ,Arenac, 
Sanilac, Antrim, Charlevoix, Cheboy- 
gan, Grand Traverse, Kalkaska, Os- 
eoda and Mackinaw. It begins to 
look as tho Crawford county will be 
the sportsman’s paradise this fall as 
no effort is being made to close this 
county. At a meeting called offici- 
ally by the Public Domain commission 
to be held in Grayling last fall for a 
similar purpose—to consider the clos- 
ing of the hunting season for deer 
and partridge in his county for a term 
of years; every person present at the 
meeting, with the exception of one 
man went on record for closing the 
seasons from three to five years. It, 
appears that the wishes of the people 
present at the meeting were entirely 
ignored as far as their petition w as 
concerned. Just why this was so 
many of our people have wondered. 
There is a rumor that when the mat- 
ter reached the ears of certain per- 
ties who have club house interests in 
this county that they blocked the pro- 
ceedings, and further these samé& men 
boasted that the bunch at Grayling 
wasn't heavy enough to swing the 
deal. Just how much truth here is 
to this story we do not know, but fact 
remains to be determined, what has 
been done with the request of these 
citizens of Crawford county? We be- 
lieve it is an almost unanimous desire 
on the part of the people of Crawford 
county that the hunting seasons for 
deer and partridge be closed for per- 
iod of not less than three years.

Not more than 2 pounds per person 
for household use and a limited sup- 
ply for the necessary preservation of 
fruit and other foods. The army 
and navy must receive their ration. 
Hew is the Food Administraion hand- 

ling distribution of sugar? 

Use of sugar in manufacturing 
anything but food stuffs and explo- 
sives has been forbidden; manufactur- 
ers of soft drinks, candy and other 
less esssentiais have been rigidly re- 
stricted; the supply of sugar to ice 
cream makers and bakers has been 
curtailed. For ordinary -household 
use not more than two pounds can 
be bot at one time for town. and city 
residents, and not more than 5 pounds 
at one time for country people ex- 
cept at the discretion of the Federal] 
ood administrator for the state, or 
his deputies. 

What restrictions have been placed on 
public eating houses in regard to 
sugar? 

For every ninety meals served not 
more than two pounds of sugar may 
be purchased. 

Are there other rules? 

Federal Food administrators in the 
various states may make rulings to 
suit local cpnditionsi n regard to sugar 
for home canning. 

Are civilians to consider themselves 
on a definite sugar ration? 

Yes. They are in honor bound to 
use not more than 2 pounds per per- 
son per month. They are directed to 
use sugar substitutes as much as thy 
can, Substitutes include corn syrup, 
hceney, maple sugar, maple syrup, 
sorghum, fruit, fruit juices, ete. 
Does the 2-pound ration for house- 

holders include sugar for canning? 

No; no as a general policy. A lim- 
ited amount of sugar is allowed for 
preserving fruits at home. How- 
ever it is urged that everyone eat less 
than 2 pounds if possible, so that 
thruout the country more may be av- 
ailable for canning. 

How can sugar for home canning be 
secured? . 
By applying to the Federal Food 

administrator of ydur state, or his 

deputy in your vicinity. Usually cer-

PARASITES ATTACK PEST 
Presence of Foea of Worm Leads to 
Bellef That Trouble WiH 
Not Be Repeated Next 
Year. 


By PROF. R. H. PETTIT, 


Professor of Entomology, Michigan 
Agricultural College. 

East Lansing, Mich.—Early in the 
present season it was discovered that 
the jolnt-worm, Isosoma tritici, wus 
Present In targe numbers in Michigan 
wheat. Later developments show that 
another species, Isosoma vagiuicola, 
more destructive than the common 
wheat joint-worm, is also present in 
restricted areas. The work of the 
joint-worm is almost universally con- 
fused by the grower with that of the 
Hessian fly. Both the joint-worm and 
Hessian fly cause wheat to lodge or go 
down, although in the ease of the 
joint-worm a much smaller percentage 
of infested straws lodge than in the 
case of the “fly.” The insect works 


primartly in /wheat, although — it 
iis found also in rye, barley and some 
grasses, the damage to wheat being

{is tnhabited by nn tiny grub. The 
woody sections are very brittle and 
easily break out at threshing time, 


where they appenr as pegs from one 
half inch to two Inches long, coming 
out with the grain and being sepernt- 
ed from the wheat by the sieves, 
Many of these sections do not break 
out but rerrain in the straw. Most of 
the grubs, however, In the pegs and 
in the straw are killed by the violent 
vlows of the conerves in the separa- 
tor, so that comparatively few grubs 
winter over in the straw itself or ta 
the pieces broken out.

The cus- 
tom of using wheat Jand for clover 
makes us-hesitate to plow under the 
stubble, which wovld otherwise dis- 
pose of the adults: The greatest dan- 
ger comes from putting new fields of 
wheat near old unp!owed stubble hea 
the stubble is known to be badly in- 
fested with taese joint-worms. 


Bettdes the common joint-worm Just 
mentioned, there is another one far 
jess common in Michigan, and which 
fs at present restricted to a few lo- 
ealities, In this species the lenf 
sheath becomes Involved in the swell- 
ing and the diseased sections have a 
wrinkled, gnarled and knofty appear 
ance. Plants attacked by this rarer 
species of feint-v:orm often fail to fill 
out at all. The heads sometimes fall 
to come out, and wher they do they 
usualy contain nothing of any value. 

In order to gain an idea of the con- 
dition of, affairs in the state as a 
wuole, a survey has been conducted by 
Miss Eugenia McDaniel, a member of 
this department. aided by Don B. 
Whelan, also af this department, and 
A. C. Conger, assistant professor in 
the departinent of zoology, the various 
county: agents and members of the 
Michigen Crop Improvement associa- 
tlon. As a reswt of this survey, we 
are led to believe that there is a belt 
of well-established infestation which 
starts in Van Buren and Allegan 
counties and which extends straight 
geross the state through Barry, Eaton 
and Ingham ta Livingston county. 
With these counties are included 
parts of Ionia, Clinton and Shtawassce 
counties, notably their southern 
halves, Jackson and Washtenaw 
counties also have suffered quite se- 
yerely. This area of oval farm ex- 
tending east and west across the state 
hns evidently been the center of jn- 
festation, although all parts of the 
state. apparently wherever wheat. ty 
grown !n the lower peninsula, show 
more or less of the work to be pres- 
ent.

PLAN TO MAKE GOOD BUTTER 


Quality Is Improved lf Standard Meth. 
ods and Care Are Practiced 
by Farmer. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

The butter made on the farms of 
the United States may be muterially 
improved in quality in most cases, if 
standard methods are employed and 
greater care is exercised in carrying 
out the necessary details, The depart- 
ment gives the following outline of 
the essential steps to be tuken in mak- 
ing good farm butter: 

1. Produce clean milk and cream. 
Cool the cream immediately after it 
comes frum the separator. Clean and 
sterilize all utensils. ‘ 

2. Ripen or sour the cream at from 
65 degrees to 75 degrees F. until mildly 
sour. Always use a thermometer in 
order to know that the right tempera- 
ture is reached.

temperature for at least two hours be- 
fore churning. 

4. Use a churning temperature—usu- 
ally between 52 degrees and 66 de- 


grees F.—that will require 30 or 40) 


minutes to obtain butter, 

5. Clean and senld the churn, then 
half fill it with cold water and revolve 
until churn is thoroughly cooled, after 
which empty the water. 

6. Pour the cream jnoto the churn 
through a strainer, 


7. Add butter color—from 20 to 85 
drops to a gallon of cream—except 
late in the spring and early in the 
summer. 

8 Put the cover on tight; revolve 
the churn several times; 
bottom up and remove stopper to per- 
mit escape of gas; repeat until no 
more gas forms. 

9. Continue. churning until butter 
granules are formed the size of grains 
of wheat.

butter. When the buttermilk has 
drained out, replace the cork. 

11. Prepare twice as much wash wa- 
ter as there is buttermilk. and at about 
the same temperature, Use the ther- 
mometer; do not guess at tempera- 
tures.

12. Repiace the cover and revolve 
the churn rapidly a few times, then 
draw off the water. Repeat the wash- 
ing with the remainder of the water. 

13. The butter should still be in 
granular form when the washing is

14. Weigh the butter. 

15, Place the butter on the worker 
and add sait at the rate of three- 
quurters of an ounce to a pound of 
butter. 

16, Work the butter until the salt 
| is dissolved and evenly distributed, Do 
not overwork,

For market the rectangular one- 
pound print is the most desirable form. 
It presents a more attractive appear- 
ance than the crock or “country roil,” 
1s more convenient and eastly handled, 
and can be inserted into a carton 
which not only protects the butter but 
also adds greatly to the appearance of 
the package. To make prints, the 
printer ig pressed upon the butter on 
the table until ft is completely filled, 
the surplus is then scraped off with

RIGID SAVING IN 
FOOD JS ASKED 


New York, Aug. 2.—The federal, 
food board made public Thursday 
night the text of a joint resolution 
adopted by the food controllers of 
the United States, France, Italy and 
Great Britain and received from 
abroad from Federal Administrator 
Hoover with the request that it be 
given “wide publicity.” The text fol. 
lows: 

“Resolved, That while the increased. 
production of the United States rend- 
ers it possible to relax some of the 
restrictions which have borne with 
peculiar hardship on all people it ts 
absolutely necessary that rigid econo- 
my and elimination of waste in the’ 
consumption and in the handling of 
foodstuffs as well as increased pro- 
duction should be maintained through- 
out the European aliled countries and 
North America. 

“But it is only by conservation and 
elimination of waste that the trans- 
portation of food supplies from North 
America to the European front can 
be accomplished and that stocks of 
foodstuffs can be built up in North 
America as an insurance against the 
ever present danger of harvest fail, 
ure and the possible necessity for 
large and emergency drafts to Europe. 
We cannot judge the food problem 
on the basis of one year’s: war. We 
must be prepared for its continuance 
if we are to insure absolute prospert- 
ty"

Since last October these officers 
have goue frem camp to camp, studied 
the fond served, how it was Inspected, 
stored and prepared, and mace recom- 
mendations resulting in muny advan- 
tageous changes. They guve instrue- 
tious in the principles of nutrition, the 
proper selection of foods and the con- 
struction of dietaries to mess officers, 
médical officers and others interested. 


They told how to avoid waste, gave ! 


methods for judging and storing food. 
and emphasized the 
keeping kitchens and mess halls clean 
and orderly. 

At one cump seven companies were 
selected from yarious organizations 
totaling 1,185 men with which to try 
out au anti-waste plan. The average 
edible waste was found to be 1.12 
pounds per man per day. The nutri- 
tion officer gave the mess sergeants 
and cooks instructions in .food and 
mess economy with the result the aver- 
nge edible waste was reduced to 0.43 
pounds per man per day, a saving of 
0.69 pounds. This saving amounted to 
$61.75 per day for the seven messes, or 
$22,542 per year. 

Sixty new officers are to be commis- 
sloned tn the division of food und gu- 
tritlon to handle the additional work. 
All will be food specialists similar to 
those already in the service. Phey 
will advise about the composition and 
nutritive values of all dieturies, make 
inspections for adulterations, spoilage 
and deterioration and co-operate with 
the mess’ officials, 


Armor for the American soldiers. 
helmets, shields and breastplates, Ss 


j being modeled in the workshaps of the 


Metropolitan Museum of Art, New 
York, the war department aunounces. 
The best of the types used by the sol- 
dlers of former days is being wrought 
into shapes for present warfare, some 
pieces on ancient anvils and by ham- 


{ mers that were actually used centuries 


ago. 

In direct charge of the workshop 
where the work is being done is a 
French artisan whose skill has been 
known to armor collgetors the world 
over, and whose forbears for genera- 
thous buck have kept alive the dying 
trade of the armorer. 

This war in Europe has brought 
back into use many discarded weapons 
and practices of medieval warfare. 
There has been the adoption of steel 
helmets by all the warring powers, 
breastplates, armored waistcoats and 
trench shields. This necessitated an 
overhauling and new study of ancient 
armor, with the result that experts de- 
clare that scarcely a technical idea has 
been brought forward which was not 
worked out in elaborate detail by the 
old-time armor makers. 

The Metropolitan museum collection 
is among the seven great collections of 
ancient armor. It is an incident to this 
collection that there was established 
at the museum an armorer's workshop. 
So far as known it is unique. In it 
were cleaned, repaired and restored 
pieces that were defective. Daniel 
Tachaux, a French artist, was in 
eharge. He is working now under the 
direction of Major Bashford Dean of 
the ordnance department. 

Armor models are being turned out 
there in accordance with the sugges- 
tions of General Pershing and the ord- 
nance department. Twenty-five dif- 
ferent types of armor defenses have 
been made in various factories in ex- 
perimental lots, several in. many thou- 
sands of pleces, which hate won fa- 
vor at army headquarters. The effi- 
cacy of armor protection for the sol- 
diers is jndicated by reports that more 
than 40 per cent of the hospital cas- 
ualties suffered were leg wounds and 
about 33 per cent arm wounds, the legs 
and arms of the fighters being free 
from armor cover. 

While Y. M. ©. A. workers in a bat- 
tle-torn region of France were carry- 
ing delicacies to American soldiers in 
the front line trenches they left their 
storehouse deserted. French soldiers 
entered the storehouse to guard the 
suppHes, They found chewlng gum, 
thought it food, stuffed whole pack- 
ages Into their mouths, masticated it 
for a time and then tried to swallow 
it. Sonve succeeded in getting it down. 
but the 
French soldiers were inspired with a 
high regard for American digestive ap- 
paratuses

The Liberty motor, developed by the 
department of military aeronautics, is 
to have a spécial engine oil which is to 
be known as the “kiberty aero oil,” 
It was devéloped by the lubrication 
branch while the latter was still a part 
of the signal corps. It is a mineral 
oll and will be used not only on the 
Liberty motor but on ,all stationary 
eylinder aircraft engines of the army 
und navy. 

Its development Js due to the energy 
and skill of a staff of men who worked 
exclusively on the problem for a year. 
Capt. O. J. May, who deserves greatest 
eredit for its production, so exhausted 
himself by his labors that he could 
not recuperate frow an illness and 
died. 

When the aireratt program was an- 
nounced in 1917 no one in‘ authority 
had a definite Jdea as to the proper 
kind of lubrication required. There 
was no uniformity. For every engine 
there was a specific ofl. Some en- 
gineers insisted on castor of], others 
mimeral oil, still others castor and 
mineral olls mixed. 1t was estimated 
that 5,000,000 gallons of castor vil, 


costing $3 per gallon, would be re-: 


quired and that quantity was not avuail- 
able. 

Captain May and assistants set out 
to develop a suituble lubricant for the 
Liberty motor at an average cost of 7d 
cents a gallon, and also a system for 
reclaiming ofl. already used. In 25 
days Captain May supervised the run- 
ning of 37 engine tests in a Jaboratory 
where five engine tests a week would 
be a complete program. These en- 
gines were run with diffcrent kinds of 
oils and each oil was analyzed and 
measured before and after tests. The 
work required ceaseless vigil.  Alti- 
tude tests were made in an airtight 
building capable of having the air 


' within it partly exhausted. 


From these tests the Liberty sero 
ol} developed. It will cost about one- 
fourth the price of castor oil, saving 
the government perhaps. $11,000,000 a 
year. A system of reclaiming used 
oll was developed and at least 50 per 
cent can be made fit to use again, 

The national war labor board has de- 
cided against establishment at this 
time of a minimum wage to be applied 
generally throughout industry. It 
adopts an attitude firmly opposed both 
to unjust profits on the part of capital 
and unreasonable demands on the part 
of labor, stuting that capital should 
have only such reasonable returns as 
will assure ifs use for the world’s and 
the nation’s cause, and that the phys!- 
cal wellbetag of labor and its physical 
and mental effectiveness, in a comfort 
reasonable in view of the exigencies of 
the war, likewise should be assured. 

The board declares the war to be an 
interregnum in which the wheels of 
industry should turn only iu the com- 
mon cause and for common ends, and 
neither for unjust profits on the part 
of capital or unfairly influted wages 
for labor, stressing maximum produc- 
tion as the paramount necessity and 
unselfish co-operation as the prelim!- 
nary essentials to this accomplishment. 

There is a reaffirmation by the board 
of the principle that the worker is en- 
titled to a wage sufficient to sustain 
himself and his family in health and 
comfort, and a restatement by the 
board to apply this principle in each 
of the cases to come before it for de- 
cision. j 

American dietitians have made 
bread by substituting as high as 25 
per cent of rice for wheut flour and 
have obtained a white yeust bread of 
excellent flavor. 

The mid-West states are turning to 
a larger use of motortrucks In the de- 
livery of hogs to the important Interfor 
markets. This relieves rallrond trans- 
portation conditions to a considerabte 
extent. 

The motortruck business is becom- 
ing so important that commercial or- 
ganizations of Omabn are taking active 
measures to utilize the trucks on re- 
turn trips to country points for hauling 
various kinds of frelghts. Experience 
has shown that motortruck marketing 
is as feasible in winter as in other sea- 
Bons,

CAR RIDERS WIN FIRST VICTORY 


Court Restrains D. U. R. From Col- 
lecting 6Cent Fares. 


Detroit—Following the admission of 
temporary defeat by Detroit United 
railway Monday in directing its con- 

ductors to carry passengers for a nick- 

el if they refused to pay the 6-cent 
fare, Judge Harry J. Dingeman at a 
midnight session in circuit court issued 
a temporary injunction restraining the 
company from violating the Kronk or- 
dinance which fixes six rides for 25 
cents as the legal rate of fare and re- 
establishes workingmen’s eight-for-a- 
quarter rush hour tickets. 

The minute Judge Dingeman signed 
the order copies were handed to dep- 
uty sheriffs with instructions to serve 
them upon President Frank Brooks 
and other D. U. R. officials before 
morning. 

Judge Dingeman issued the tempor. 
ary injunction on the application of 
Corporation Counsel Frazer, filed after 
@ consultation between Frazer and 
Atty-Gen. Alex J. Groesbeck. The or- 
der requires the D. U. R. to show 
cause why the injunction should not 
be made permanent. 

By this prompt action the city took 
the D. U. R. by surprise. and dravs 
first blood in the legal end of the trot- 
ley fare war, although the company 
had filed a petition in the United 
States district court Monday afternoon 
asking that enforcement of the Kronk 
ordinance be enjoined. 

District Court Judge Tuttle, haw: 
ever, did not act on the application 
at that time, setting 9 o'clock Tues- 
day morning as the time to hear argu- 
ment and notifying the corporation 
counsel to be present. 

The car riders of the city had al- 
ready scored a distinct victory over 
the D. U. R. late Monday, when trolley 
conductors were instructed to inform 
passengers who inquired that the fare 
was six cents, but to. take no further 
steps to enforce its payment. 

Motormen and conductors of the 
D. U. R. are evincing uneasiness over 
the situation and make no secret of 
their intention to refuse to run cara 
if riots over the fare increase shall 
recur. _ 


28,000 Army Coats Defective. 


New York—More than 28,000 army 
raincoats, similar in poor material and 
workmanship to large numbers of ‘sup- 
posedly waterproof garments delivered 
to American soldiers overseas, have 
been found defective by inspectors who 
reported on an examination of govern- 
ment stores. Federal officlals an- 
nounced that 55,000 raincoats, withheld 
from shipment when General Pershing 
forwarded from France, complaints of 
leaky storm garments issued to thou- 
sands of his troops.
